A heal t h-based perfornmance goal for drinking water at the tap
in MII Creek was erroneously included on page 48 in the Cctober 20,
1987, MII Creek, Montana, Record of Decision (ROD). This performance
goal is not relevant for the selected renedy, as indicated on page
IV.B. of Appendix D of the MII| Creek Feasibility Study.

I ncorrect background |evels of arsenic and cadmumin air of
0.23 ng/n? and 0.6 ng/n¥, respectively, were also identified for
heal t h- based performance goal s on page 48 of the ROD. The correct
nunbers for background | evels of arsenic and cadmumin air are 0.01
ug/ n? for each elenent, as noted on page A-10 of Appendi x D of the
M1l Creek Feasibility Study.

A typographical error was nmade at the top of page 47 of the
M1l Creek ROD. The second "bullet" point on the page should have
been included in parentheses as part of the first.

On page 47 a typographical error was al so nade concerning the
Federal Water Quality Criteria for copper. The incorrect val ue of
0.0055 ng/l for aquatic life is corrected to be 0.0065 ng/l.

The attached anended pages 47 and 48 are hereby substituted for
the original pages in the Cctober 2, 1987, ROD, in order to correct
t hese errors.

Conment Margolis (page 2, paragraph 6): "The Endanger nent
Assessnent uses the unit risk derived fromthe Ot study of |ung
cancer as a 'reasonable upper Iimt' for estimating risk. These data
have been rejected by EPA as unreliable for use in lifetine risk
assessnment (because of small nunbers of deaths, nobst of them
occurring in people with less than 1 year exposure) and shoul d not be
used in that way."

Response: The current endangernent assessnent, as did the
previous version, specifically points out that the Ot study data
were elimnated prior to calculating the inhalation unit risk for
arsenic.
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
